5. I am familiar with those phanxuwvorticali commonly used fig the care and 
treatment of pregnant women in the late 1960's and early 1970»a in the Boston area, 
deluding Htagham I am also fanriliar with the pharmacy literature in the marketing »f 
drugs in the 1960's and 1970's, 

6. I am familiar with the Red and Blue Books and those publications 1 l«n'«fl« 
of many difrthylstJibeatrol (DES) manufretoxen besides Eli Lilly in the 1960's and 

1 970*5. However, while the Red and Blue Books may represent all the medications in 
the world, they have no relevance to me Boston areas as Lilly virtually owned ihat DES 
market in the 1960*5 and I970»s. 

7. I am familiar with the practice of stocking and disp ensing of DES in %» 
1960*s and 1970*5 In Boston. In the 1960's and 1970's, genetics were not popular and 
were dia&vored in the trade sine they did not have the quality control of the m*jor 
brands. Because Lilly was top quality, the Lilly DES drug was inexpensive, and could be 
ordered from a Lilly wholesaler on bottle at a time, the drugstores to Bostonfflm gham 
stocked Lilly's DES exclusively. 

S. Baaed upon my practice, experience, and observations of the practice of 
pharmacy la HSnghexn »<he 1960's and 1970'a, if a woman was dispensed 
DES/Stflbestroi as a white, round, orossnscored tablet in 1969-2970, she would have 
received Lffly's DiethylstttbestroL as that was the only popular brand at that time in pill 
form In that place and no other brand fitting this description was available in 
Boston^Hmghamtf that time. 

9. Squibb may have made a DES product in the area, out their DES pill docs 
not match me mother's description of a white, cross-scored tablet without any other 
markings or writing on it Also, SqtnWs DES pill was called Stilbetin and if a mother's 
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prescription was written as Stilbestrol without a brand name specified, she would have 
received a Lilly product based on fee wholesaler agreement, Lilly's exclusivity, and it 
was illegal at that time to replace one drug for another. 

9. The import and design of the Red and Blue Books as ft pertains to n F g 
reflects a picture of the myriad and numerous regional generic bottlas of mis chemical in 
me various cities and localities in America representing fifty diffcxert states aid over a 
1 00 different cities. 

10.' The Red and Blue Books do not repre se nt nor were they design ed to 
lepresaot the availability of DBS in the Boston market nor the niataimcturer of the drug 
as it's only distributor. 

11. The great number or the great mejorhy of the DES companies listed were 
not manufacture* of DES but only repackages in local limited markets. Tnatis.a 
pharmacists would repackage DES under his own label and sell it as a generic to 
pharmacist m this area. Of the brands listed, only a few were national pharmaceu tical 
distributors. Le., Lilly Squibb, Merck, Upjohn, Pfizer. The others were not national 
distributors and were not in Boston Massachusetts. 90% ofthe names listed under the 
Bed sad Blue Books see Weil generic repackages of DES. Lilly dominated me DES 
marker in those days.
